SHORT NEWS ITEM UNDER HEADING "GOVT TOLD TO RELAX CURBS ON US SCHO- 
LARS" REPORTING THAT THE FORMER AND PRESENT INDIAN AMBASSADORS 

IN WASHINGTON HAD EXPRESSED "STRONG FEELINGS" ON NEED FOR MORE 
FLEXIBLE GOI VISA POLICY. THEY REPORTEDLY SAID THIS WAS NECESSARY
